Petition squabble delays referendum date choice

Exxon Corp. 
attorney Stanley Hatch and County 
Supervisor James M Slater ^irm ished Monday as the 
Board of Supervisors voted to delay consideration until 
Monday, March 31, of a date for the referendum election on 
the Exxon rezoning ordinance. 
Slater accused Hatch of instigating the “ rechecking" of 
the referendum petitions after the county clerk’s office had 
stated 10,070 voter signatures had been validated, more than 
enough to qualify the petitions. 
The Third District supervisor blasted Hatch for involving 
a “misuscule technicality” to allow the huge corporation 
“to put off the election to a better time for you." 
Responding to Slater’s remarks. Hatch said the county 
clert’s office had “ ignored a legal mandate" by not having 
the petition checkers specifically sworn in for that task, 
even though they were sworn in under a county oath. 
Next Monday is seen as the final day the supervisors could 
authorize the referendum to be consolidated with the May 27 
regular election. After yesterday’s continuance — to give 
the clerk’s office time to officially find that the petitions do 


qualify — there were rumors Exxon’s counsel might come 
up with a further legal hurdle that would again delay the 
election until sometime in June or later, when UC Santa 
Barbara student body would be on vacation. 
County Clerk Howard Menzel ordered the recheck ing of • 
the petitions, which U^ether had an estimated total of 22,600 
voter signatures, on Friday, after Hatch had gone to the 
county counsel’s office with a warning indicating legal 
action if the petitions were certified to the board Monday. 
Menzel said he did this rather than risk a court action by 
Exxon that would of a certainty require an expensive 
special election beyond the May 27 date. He said the 
petitions had been checked in the same fashion as other 
referendum petitions in past years, without a challenge of 
this kind. 
The county clerk expressed the belief that the board could 
still set May 27 as the election date at their next meetmg 
March 27. 
Supervisor Robert E. Kallman’s so o lled “swing vote" 
could insure May 27 as the election date, or could be utilized 
to force a special election in the summer at a cost of $40,000 
extra to the taxpayers. 
Hatch told the supervisors Monday that Exxon was 


functioning “as an observer" when the alleged slipup about 
the deputies was uncovered. Slater ridiculed this remark 
saying: “You were not merely an observer." 
^ t Hatch insisted he acted in good faith, and remarked it 
seemed better “to have this done now, rather than sandbag 
them later." 
Menzel said the rechecking of the petitions could cost the 
taxpayers as much as $1,500 extra. He af^ ared angry at the 
need tor the recheck which he said was on the grounds of a 
technicality. He defended his force of petition checkers as 
being persons of integrity. 
Urging the board to approve the May 27 election date was 
the Goleta Valley Citizens Planning Group and various 
individuals. 
Board Chairman Francis Beattie refused yesterday to 
allow a ^xAesman to read into the record criticism from 
the Isla Vista Community Council of Beattie and Supervisor 
Harrell Fletcher. 
Beattie abruptly cut off the reading of the letter from the 
Isla Vista organization, claiming the views voiced were a 
form of liberal “philosophy.” 
The statement charged Supervisors Beattie and Fletcher 
with being concerned that a strong Isla Vista voter turnout 


would defeat the Exxon Corp 
rezoning ordinance — 
allowing the $36-million onshore processing plant west of 
Goleta — if the election were held May 27 before college 
vacation started 
“The Isla Vista Community Council is very disturbed by 
Fletcher and Beattie’s self-serving irresponsibility to the 
voters of the entire county and their attempt to 
disenfranchi.se Isla Vista's voters," the statement read 
Beattie was criticized for a previous statement that a 
special summer election — although costing $40,000 more — 
could be a “ good gamble" if it allowed Exxon to build a 
plant which would bring the county a big return in property 
taxes 


Fletcher ran into criticism for his statement over 
television in Santa Barbara giving his belief the student 
community shouldn't have a say in a project of long­ 
standing because many of them would be in the community 
for only a few years 


The IVCC statement .said the council has contacted the 
office of the Secretary of State to determine if the actions 
and statements of the two supervisors are proper in relation 
to democratic election procedures.

Workers make clean sweep of city

Two men, Walter Emmons and Albert 
Barreraz. Same job, sweeping the 
streets of Lompoc. 
Emmons began sweeping in 1956, soon 
after 
coming 
to 
the 
city 
street 
department. He was the only sweeper 
and swept from A to 0 Streets and from 
College to Willow Avenue. 
It was part-time duty because there 
was no North Avenue or Pine Avenue in 
those days. No Seventh or Z Streets. 
The Vandenberg AFB boom came and 
the population grew and the city spread. 
So did the streets of Lompoc. 
Today Lompoc is broken up into 18 
sweeping routes of streets and alleys. 
Emmons hits ten of them twice a month 
in his Wayne three-wheel diesel.

It’s a full-time job. Each route runs 25 
to 32 curb miles. Last May, a heavy 
leafy month for street sweepers, he 
logged in 407 curb miles and picked up 
184 cubic yards of debris. 


Barreraz, a Vietnam vet, has been 
sweeping since 1969. He drives a Mobil 
truck-type sweeper. 
He covers the remaining eight city 
routes plus huge contracted routes in 
Vandenberg Village, Mission Hills and 
Mesa Oaks, twice a month. 
In the faster Mobil last May, Barreraz 
swept 723 curb miles and picked up 268 
cubic yards of dirt and leaves. 
Emmons, 59, will retire in four years, 
after 23 years of sweeping. If Barreraz, 
31, an open and reasonable individual, 
continues, he will retire in 31 years, 
after 37 years of sweeping. 


But he has other ideas about his 
future. 
“I can’t see myself sweeping for the 
next 20 years," he said last week. “ Now 
I am going to college and 1 hope to better 
myself. I think ¿bat’s what everyone 
wants to do, and being a street sweeper 
is not my idea of bettering myself." 
Barreraz, who is married and has an 
eight-month-old baby, attends Allan 
Hancock twice a week on the G.I. Bill. It 
is his desire to be a bi-lingual school 
teacher. 
“1 like to communicate with people," 
he remarked, “and being a sweeper is 
not 
exactly 
communicating 
with 
anyone.” 
Emmons, to his dislike, is getting up 
in age; he’ll finish as a retired street 
sweeper, he knows. 
“I’d just as soon do this than any other 
job here in the department," he said. 
“You know what you have to do each 
day.” 
Emmons looks more like a farmer 
than a city employe, what with his Levi 
jacket and pants and stained cowboy hat 
he dons immediately after work. 
Hie veteran street sweeper opined, “1 
think it’s a good thing, to go on and 


better yourself but in my day, you took 
what job you could get." 
He never had the opportunity to go to 
college on the G.I. Bill because he was 
never a soldier or a sailor. He would 
have liked to have gone on in school 
“providing I was smart enough and had 
the opportunity.” 
Emmons started with the city after 
Texaco lost the contract to provide 
gasoline to Santa Barbara County and he 
lost his job as a gas truck driver. 
Are there hazards to being a street 
sweeper? 
‘ ‘Sure are.” answered Barreraz. 


“Dogs, kids and bicycles get in your 
way," Emmons added. 
“During the summer it’s the kids," 
said the junior sweeper, “ As far as 
everyday hazards, it’s the traffic." 
In Emmon’s 
19 years behind a 
sweeper, he has had three accidents. 
Once a boy ran out in front of the 
sweeper and he had a choice of hitting 
the boy or plowing into a car. He plowed. 
Both men agree that driving a street 
sweeper from 7:30 a.m. to 4 p.m. a day 
is a monotonous job. 
Any recognition from the public? 
“Very little,” began Barreraz. “We 
get more complaints, but I’m sure it’s 
the same for everyone." 
Complaints include missing glass in 
the middle of the street (which they 
can’t always see because of the sun), 
missing a large dirt spot in front of 
someone’s house (a parked car was 
covering the spot when the sweeper 
swept by) and missing whole streets and 
routes on rainy days (sweepers aren’t 
run in the rain.) 
Like Emmons, the likable Barreraz 
maintained, “ I prefer sweeping to any 
job here. It’s the reason I took it." 
“We could be doing something else — 
patching the street, hauling sludge, 
trimming trees," Emmons noted. 
“It’s a steady job, a good job," said 
Barreraz. “ It’s just not what I want to 
do all my life." 


Saudi King Faisa 


assassinated 


BEIRUT (UPI) - King Faisal of 
Saudi Arabia, a moderate Arab leader 
who became one of the world’s richest 
and most powerful monarchs, was 
assassinated today by his mentally 
unsound nephew, the nation’s official 
Riyadh Radio announced. 
Death of the 70-year-old Faisal could 
have drastic effects on the Arab-lsraeli 
conflict, with unforeseen changes of 
future oil prices that Faisal helped raise 
by 400 per cent. It came at a time when 
United States influence in the Middle 
East had just suffered a major setback. 
A State Department official predicted 
that the assassination would be a “great 
loss" to U.S. efforts in promoting peace 
in the Middle East. President Ford sent 
a message of regret. 
Faisal, a leader of the Arab oil 
embargo 
which 
brought 
economic 
disaster to many Western nations, 
earned Saudi Arabia nearly $30 billion 
last year by selling one-fifth of the oil 
consumed by the nonCommunist world. 
Western European nations expressed 
fear today there might be oil price rises 
in the future. 
Faisal was succeeded as king by 
Crown Prince Khalid, 62, a younger 
brother who is considered as “pro- 
American" as Faisal, appearing to ease 
West European fears the Saudis might 
turn toward Russia. Khalid, who was 
first deputy prime minister, underwent 
open heart surgery in Cleveland last 
year, and some American officials 
expressed surprise he would assume 
such an arduous post. 
The 
quick 
selection 
of 
Khalid 
appeared to rule out any immediate 
struggle for power, but French radio 
reports said the Saudi Arabian army has 
been put in a state of alert and the Royal 
White Guard had thrown a ring of armor 
around the royal palace. 
Another brother. Prince Fahd, also a 
council vice president, was named 
Crown Prince. 
“Members 
of 
the 
Royal 
family 
pledged loyalty to the King," Riyadh 
radio said. 
It said that Saudi citizens would take 
part in a ceremony pledging their 
loyalty to their new monarch and the 
crown prince in ceremonies beginning at 
10 a.m. 
(3 a.m. EDT) 
Wednesday. 
Faisal’s funeral will be held later the 
same day. 
Faisal was shot by his nephew Prince 
Faisal Bin Saad Bin Abdel Aziz while he 
was holding court on his golden throne in 
the mirrored hall of his great palace. 
He was celebrating the birthday of the 
P n^het Mohammed, when the Prince 
approached him and fired several shots 
at the monarch. Faisal died of his 
wounds in the Riyadh Central Hospital, 
a sobbing radio announcer said. 
It made no mention of the fate of the 
assassin. 
The nephew who assassinated King 
Faisal 
of 
Saudi 
Arabia 
was 
an 
engineering 
and 
political 
science 
student at universities in California and 
Colorado during the 1960s, diplomatic 
sources said today. 
Diplomatic sources said that the 
nephew, identified as Bin Musaed, is the 
son of the late King Faisal’s half 
brother. Prince Musaid. 
The assassin, the sources said, was 
bom in Riyadh April 4, 1944 and in 1966 
came to the United States where he 
studied English at San Francisco State 
College. 
In the fall of 1967, the sources said, he 
enrolled at the University of Colorado at 
Boulder. 
Faisal, who was bankroller to Egypt, 
Syria, 
Jordan 
and 
the 
Palestine 


Liberation 
Organization 
in 
their 
confrontation with Israel, died without 
fulfilling a lifetime ambition: to pray in 
Jerusalem at the Dome of the Rock, the 
third most holy shrine of Islam. 
Secretary of State Henry A Kissinger 
once 
said 
Faisal 
was 
“a 
moral 
conscience for many Arab leaders.” 
With his religious stature, he acted as “a 
kind of pure representative of Arab 
nationalism,” Kissinger said. 
Faisal’s death came at a time when 
there was a note of uncertainty 
in 
Saudi-American relations and at a time 
when American diplomacy needed Saudi 
support. Kissinger tried to overcome 
some Saudi fears when he saw Faisal 
last Wednesday afternoon. 
U.S. military personnel in the Persian 
Gulf area already had been on ready 
status and the Pentagon said the 
assassinaion prompted no immediate 


change. 
The Arab nations had hailed Faisal as 
a leader of the oil producing states 
which imposed an embargo during the 
1973 Middle East War, a move that dealt 
a devastating blow to the Western 
economy Saudi is the third oil producing 
nation after the United States and the 
Soviet Union. 
The 
Western 
nations of 
Europe 
expressed fear for the future of their oil 
supplies and France expressed concern 
that the murder may dangerously 
increase tensions in the Middle East. 
The 
death 
already 
was 
having 
worldwide repercussions. Oil prices on 
the London stock market plunged as 
much as 24 cents, representing fears 
that the delicate state of Arab relations 
with the West could be impaired. It was 
Faisal who had sought moderation in the 
dealings with the West. 
Army chief off to 
Saigon as South 
Viets abandon Hue 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford has ordered Army Chief of Staff 
Frederick C. Weyand to go to Saigon to 
assess the military situation and the 
need for assistance in South Vietnam, 
the chief 
White House 
spokesman 
announced today. 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen told 
reporters that Weyand, who will depart 
for South Vietnam Wednesday, was 
chosen for the mission because he “ has 
good relations” with President Nguyen 
Van Thieu and the South Vietnamese 
pe(^le. 
Weyand 
once 
was 
U.S. 
military 
commander in South Vietnam 
Nessen announced Ford’s decision 
about the same time that Chairman 
John J. Sparkman, D-Ala., of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee released 
a copy of a letter he wrote urging the 
President to renew U.S. efforts to obtain 
a cease-fire in Indochina. 
Sparkman said the United States 
should 
seek 
to 
reconvene 
the 
International Conference on Vietnam, 
which 
ratified 
the 
1973 
cease-fire 
agreement and begin talks on the 
situation with Russia and China. 
Nessen said Ford wants Weyand to 
“convey to the South Vietnamese the 
President’s support and to tell them that 
he is making an all out effort to obtain 
additional support. " 
Congress recently has ignored Ford’s 
request for $522 million in additional aid 
to Cambodia and South Vietnam. 
Nessen said that Weyand will return to 
Washington sometime during the middle 
of next week with his recommendations 
to Ford

began 
abandoning the former imperial capital 
of Hue today in a World War II Dunkirk- 
style evacuation. 
Western diplomats said the retreating 
troops boarded boats under fire at the 
nearby port of Tan My for the trip down 
the coast of the South China Sea to Da 
Nang. 
The pullout from Hue, the third 
largest city and spiritual center of South 
Vietnam, left the Communists in control 
of 11 of the country’s 44 provinces

Ron Nessen said “the problems 
we're having in various parts of 
the world are inherited Now 
the President is in charge of 
foreign policy. He wants to 
take a fresh look." 
The deteriorating situation in 
Southeast Asia and the break­ 
down of Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger's shuttle di­ 


plomacy between Egypt and 
Israel has prompted Ford to 
begin his review of policies set 
by former President Nixon and 
whiclf he has faithfully fol­ 
lowed 
Ford may have something to 
say about Vietnam when he 
meets today with a South 
Vietnamese 
parliamentary 
group 
The Southeast Asia review 
follows major military losses 
in 
South 
V ietnam 
and 
Cambodia —also decisions by 
Thailand to halt the U.S. arms 
airlift to Cambodia from that 
country and to serve notice 
American 
troops 
eventually 
must 
be 
withdrawn 
from 
Thailand. 


Ford will oversee the review 
of foreign policy in both Asia 
and the Middle East, with his 
diplom atic, 
m ilitary 
and 
i n t e l l i g e n c e 
a d v i s e r s 
undertaking the study under 
the 
direction of 
Kissinger 
Ki ssinger , 
however, 
is 
expected to begin a tour of 
Latin America on April 7 » 
Although many believe Kiss­ 
inger is the dominant force in 
Ford's diplomacy, Nessen in­

The 
President appears to be taking 
a greater interest in putting his 
own stamp on foreign policy in 
light of recent events.

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Brown prison policy 
held possibly illegal

new policy of letting convicts know how long 
they must serve for their crimes could be illegal 
and result in “serious problems” for the state, 
it has been charged 
In a legal opinion, legislative counsel George 
Murphy said Monday that new sentencing 
procedures established by Adult Authority 
Chairman Raymond Procunier ‘‘if categorically 
applied would be unlawful.” 
Sen. 
John 
Nejedly, 
R Walnut 
Grove, 
chairman of the Join Committee on Penal 
Reform, requested the opinion from Murphy, 
the legislature’s lawyer. 
Nejedly, contacted while on vacation, said he 
warned Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr., the new 
policy could result in ‘‘some pretty serious 
confusion and some pretty serious problems.” 
Procunier, 
the 
director 
of 
the 
State 
Department of Corrections until last month, 
was appointed by Brown as chairman of the 
Adult Authority. The semi-autonomous board 
establishes release dates for criminals under 
the state's current ‘‘indeterminate sentence 
law,” 
x 
Through an administrative order, Procunier 
moved to counter the current system’s critics 


by setting up guidelines to let prisoners know 
the lengths of their sentences. 
He sent letters to prisoners spelling out the 
new procedures and, in effect, permitted 
inmates to figure out what their terms will be 
The new guidelines set a sentencing “ range” for 
each type of crime and provide time off for good 
behavior. 
Additional time can 
be added, 
depending on previous criminal records. 
“ The trouble is they don’t have the authority 
to do it. there is no legal basis for it,” Nejedly 
said. “ You run the risk of having some inmate 
challenge it and then everything is going to be 
really screwed up.” 
Procunier defended the new guidelines, 
saying the attorney for the Adult Authority 
found them legal The key, he said, is that they 
are only guidelines and not hard and fast rules. 
Nejedly has offered a major bill to eliminate 
indeterminate sentencing and set up guidelines 
similar to those proposed by Procunier.

Ten crewmen and six Navy 
passengers died 
“ It was human error,” Walk 
said. “ None of us in the 
northwest region can recall an 
accident of this type before.”

SAN DIEGO, Calif. (UPI) - 
Cancer death rates of Utah and 
California Mormons are far 
lower than for other white 
Americans. 
The 
church’s 
“ Word of Wisdom” forbidding 
use of tobacco, alcohol, coffee 
and tea may be the reason. 
Dr James Enstrom reported 
the results of the pioneering 
study of Mormon death rates 
today and said they suggest 
cancer may be the result of an 
individual’s 
life 
style 
and 
therefore largely preventable. 
‘‘I feel it may well be 
possible to determine a health­ 
ful guide to living which could 
protect Americans from much 
of cancer if they’re willing to 
live by this guide,” he said at 
an American Cancer Society 
seminar. 
Besides outlawing the use of 
many of the nation’s common 
beverages, the church doctrine 
recommends a balanced diet 
with the use of wholesome 
grains and fruits and modera­ 
tion in the eating of meat. 
Enstrom 
is a 31-year-old 
physicist who joined the School 
of 
Public 
Health 
at 
the 
University of California, Los 
Angeles, in 1973 to study the 
Mormons and their cancer 
death raies. The results of his 
work, first of its kind, will be 
published in the August issue of 
the journal Cancer.

Cancer costs 


SAN DIEGO, Calif. (U PI I - 
1.3 million 
Americans will 
spend at least $4 billion this 
year for cancer treatment, a 
government specialist reported 
today. 


Within 
two 
years 
of 
diagnosis, the average cancer 
patient will spend 26 days in a 
hospital. One out of eight will 
be hospitalized for 50 days or 
more. Fifteen per cent will be 
hospitalized 
at 
least 
three 
times in their struggle for 
survival. 


“ This represents a terrific 
burden 
on 
the 
community 
resources,” said Dr. Sidney J. 
Cutler, associate chief of the 
biometry branch of the Nation­ 
al Cancer Institute. 


The survey showed that the 
daily 
average 
hospital 
bill 
alone for cancer patients then 
was |87 and that patients spent 
an average of 15.9 days in the 
hospital for an annual national 
expenditure on hospitals alone 
of $1.8 billion. 
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There are 400,000 Mormons in 
California 
and 
2.3 
million 
members of the church in the 
United States. In Utah, they 
make up 70 per cent of the 
state's 1 2 million population 
He said the first indication of 
the Mormon’s low cancer death 
rates came when a study of 
Utah's 
whole 
population 
showed that people there were 
dying of cancer at rates 25 per 
cent less than the national 
average. 
A more detailed study of the 
deaths of Mormons in Cali­ 
fornia between 1970 and 1972 
showed 800 died of cancer 
which, compared to general 
California cancer death rates, 
was 50 per cent less for men 
and 40 per cent less for women 
The rates were even lower 
for cancers of the esophagus, 
colon, lung, prostate, kidney 
and bladder. Cancer of the lung 
is strongly linked to smoking 
and other cancers have been 
linked to alcohol and the diet. 
But 
some other 
cancers 
which Enstrom found less of in 
Mormons have never before 
been related to environmental 
factors. These include cancers 
of the pancreas, breast, uterus, 
nervous system, lymph tissue 
and leukemia. 
“ Hopefully, 
further 
study 
will be possible to determine 
exactly what components of the 
Mormon life style are responsi­ 
ble for their extremely low 
cancer rates,” said Enstrom, 
who is not a Mormon. 
“ The ultimate rewards of 
this research are that it could 
lead to the prevention of at 
least 50 per cent of all cancer, 
something which has so far 
proven impossible. Also, it is 
important to realize that the 
results on Mormons would be 
applicable 
to 
the 
general 
population.”

Death penalty

SAN FRANCISCO (U PI i - 
The California public appears 
to favor capital punishment 
more now than it has in the past 
two decades, poll taker Mervin 
D. Field reported today. 
Field said his California Poll 
showed that 74 per cent of the 
public now favors keeping the 
death 
sentence 
for capital 
crimes, while only 21 per cent 
think the state should end 
execution of criminals. 
The present large majority in 
favor of capital punishment 
contrasts 
sharply 
with 
approval ratios of 49 per cent 
found in 1956 and 51 per cent in 
1965, Field said. 
The 
U.S. 
Supreme Court 
ruled in 1972 that death penalty 
laws providing for the option of 
death or life in prison were in 
violation of the Constitution's 
protection against cruel and 
unusual punishment.

merely because classroom dis­ 
cussions were semi-public It 
pointed out that the “ risk” of 
another student remembering 
a classroom remark was vastly 
different from that incurred by 
the filing of permanent police 
records.

There seems to be little doubt as to where the salmon action is 
— Santa Barbara The report from Avila and points north is that 
salmon fishermen are being all but shut out. 
But the salmon fishing is great in Santa Barbara, according to 
SEA Landing The fish, all kings, are getting bigger; most in the 
12-15 pound class, with a few 20s. Everyone is getting hookups, and 
the experienced salmon anglers are getting limits. 
Best spot is about one mile out, and about 
three or four miles down from the harbor, near 
Carpinteria. 
The migrating whales, meanwhile, are lively. 
SEA Landing reports fantastic action on their 
whale-watch boat, which goes out daily and * 
three times a day on weekends (reservations a 
must). 
Up north, they’re singing the blues. One party 
boat admitted to a total haul of one salmon and 
an 18-pound halibut We could have gone for 
the halibut, our favorite eating fish. We 
remember the time not many years 
ago when we threw back any halibut under 15 pounds, and that was 
inside the kelp beds at E l Capitan, when fishing was really fishing. 
We blame the decline to several factors, including too-small size 
limits, and the ocean blasting for oil that sometimes exceeded its 
proper limits. 
The folks getting skunked on salmon are saving face by going 
after rock fish around Diablo and Pecho Rock. A mess of rock 
fish, carefully filleted, are just as good eating. And we say this 
even though we were brought up in the north of England, where 
salmon was a dish limited to royalty. 
Oil spills 
Apparently Santa Barbara is not the only area where oil spills 
are found. The Department of Fish and Game, along with the 
Coast Guard and Navy, is looking for the culprit in an oil spill in 
San Diego Bay last week. The spill is estimated to be about 80 
gallons of light fuel oil. 
About 20 waterfowl died from the spill, and over 50 were 
rescued and decontaminated at Sea World. 
Cachuma demands 
We understand that anglers at Cachuma have demanded that a 
size lim it on large mouth bass be imposed by the DFG. It does not 
take any super sleuthing to see the large number of tiny bass being 
taken, photographed, and tossed into the trash can. 
The do-little DFG finally took action at Nacimiento, after 
seeing the trails littered with small bass. 
Fishing in Lake Lopez had taken a turn for the better, with large 
bass being caught, one over 10 pounds. Trout fishing from shore 
and boat has been good. The last plant had some good-sized fish, 
so prospects are much brighter in our little fish pond prior to the 
summer’s angler population boom.

Their reasoning is probably 
correct. We only ask by what 
right they suggest such an 
action?

When the required 
number of signatures has been 
gathered and verified, the 
matter is placed on the ballot 
and is then voted upon by the 
voters in the district to which 
it applies.

WASHINGTON — Recipe for how to 
make things worse than they are: Start 
with a large order of paranoia, stir in 
with 
groundless 
rumors 
and 
wild 
charges, bake with a strong infusion of 
CIA flavoring. 


In 
the 
present 
supercharged atmos­ 
phere all the old sus­ 
picions about the as­ 
sa ss in a tio n s 
of 
President 
Kennedy 
and his brother, Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy, 
are 
being 
revived. 
This can be put down 
partly to what is little 
better than cheap pub­ 
licity seeking by those 
who think it is a sure 
way 
to 
garner 
a 
headline. 
But reports from around the country 
show that the wildest of the rumors are 
taken seriously by those who, given even 
a little rational thought, should know 
better. 
The 
CIA 
planned 
the 
assassination of the two 
Kennedy 
brothers. This has taken hold not only 
with the crazies, but among the young 
willing to believe anything evil about the 
“establishment.” 
The commission that investigated 
President Kennedy’s assassination was 
headed by the late Chief Justice Earl 
Warren, who accepted the assignment 
reluctantly 
after 
arm 
twisting 
by 
President Lyndon B. Johnson. Gerald R. 
Ford, then Republican leader in the 
House 
of 
Representatives, 
was 
a 
member of the commission. 
After sifting with a capable staff 
every scrap of evidence, rumor and 
report, including the charge that a 
conspiracy 
was 
involved, 
the 
commission found that Lee Harvey 


Oswald, the loner, was the killer who 
had fired on the President as he passed 
by in the motorcade in Dallas. 
As for Robert Kennedy, witnesses saw 
Sirhan Sirhan fire the fatal shot as the 
young Senator passed through the ante­ 
room of a hotel kitchen in Los Angeles. 
After a lengthy trial, Sirhan was found 
guilty and sentenced to death. 
Since his conviction he has waited in 
death row in San Quentin pending 
judicial decision on the legality of the 
death penalty. Naturally members of his 
family are eager to exploit the agitation 
to reopen the case. 
There seems at times a competition to 
see who can swallow the biggest myth, 
with the CIA the prime bait. 
In a suburb of Los Angeles, the Orange 
County Bar Association heard at a 
luncheon 
meeting 
Philip 
"Dave” 
Thomas describe how he had carried out 
22 assassinations in the Soviet Union as 
a CIA agent. 
One newspaper headline said: "CIA 
Assassin Tells Lawyers of Exploits.” 
The speaker went on to say that in order 
to escape the KGB after his latest 
killing, he had seized a Pan-American 
Airways 
747, 
using 
his 
American 
Express card, to fly him to safety. 
Even though the story is wildly 
improbable, the CIA searched its files. 
No such name nor anything resembling 
it came to light. 
No matter what is eventually proved 
to have been wrongdoing by the CIA, the 
rumor mongering is contributing to the 
erosion of the agency’s status. Many 
critical of the covert side — the dirty 
tricks department of the CIA — believe 
that its overt operations, intelligence 
gathering and intelligence estimates, 
are invaluable. 
An 
organization 
most 
active 
in 
promoting the conspiracy theory of the 
CIA is the National Caucus of Labor 


Committees, 
a 
militant 
Marxist 
organization that links the CIA with the 
KGB in a giant brainwashing operation. 
Members believe in a "master plot” 
they must do everything possible to 
frustrate. When a story appeared in the 
Washington Post on the Caucus saying 
the CIA had declined comment, Director 
William Colby said that while he thought 
it was a domestic matter and the inquiry 
should have been directed to the FBI, he 
was replying to say that while the NCLC 
charges were “only twisted fantasy your 
circulation of them forces CIA to deny 
them as flatly false." 
Once before in a time of trial and 
tribulation the same witches’ brew of 
fear and suspicion haunted a troubled 
nation. 
After 
President 
Abraham 
Lincoln’s assassination in 1865, just at 
the end of the Civil War, the rumor 
persisted that his Secretary of War 
Edwin M. Stanton had played a part in a 
plot to murder the President. 
Nothing was ever proved beyond the 
fact that the abrasive Stanton had often 
been at odds with Lincoln over the 
conduct of the war. Latter-day scholars 
have dismissed the rumor as unfounded. 
Hopefully we will recover from the 
present plague which is more virulent 
than that of a century ago. But sensation 
mongering is no service in our time of 
troubles.

It came as no surprise to some 
observers when the state Highway 
Commission last week scrapped plans 
for an $8.8 million, 5.9-mile four-lane 
improvement of Highway 1, over Harris 
Grade. 
The commission said it was too 
expensive and that there was no money 
left in the Division of Highways coffers 
for construction. 
If that in fact is 
final, 
it will 
wind 
down several year’s 
opposition by environ­ 
mentalists, and prin­ 
cipally, by the PLUS 
or Preserve Lompoc’s 
Unique Surroundings 
group. 


Although the commission acted only 
last 
week, 
individuals 
around 
the 
Division of Highways in San Luis Obispo 
had talked pessimistically about the 
Harris Grade improvement for a long 
time. It has been so long in fact that one 
division official expressed surprise that 
anyone would have thought the Harris 
Grade project was still alive until the 
commission finally shelved it. 


This reporter recalls a little preamble 
that occurred last year at the time of an 
11-day trial before Superior Court Judge 
Marion A. Smith. Smith was hearing a 
lawsuit filed by PLUS and by the 
Homeowners’ Security Alliance against 
another segment of the Highway 1 
improvement, the part that has been 
labeled “Highway 1 Bypass." Smith was 


coming out of his chambers in company 
with attorneys Pier and John Gherini, 
and the late Bruce Sharpe when he said 
that the segment of the improvement 
over Harris Grade, "may never be 
justified." The comment was uttered in 
low key as he approached the bench, and 
almost as a continuation of whatever 
conversation took place in chambers. 
This reporter thought the comment was 
significant at the time, but there was no 
way to tell, in the absence of further 
elaboration by Smith. 
Action by the commission last week 
also made it seem improbable that the 
Bypass itself could be constructed soon 
regardless of what an appellate court in 
Los Angeles finally rules The court will 
hear final arguments on April 16 on the 
question of whether the state was proper 
or 
not 
in 
not 
doing 
a 
fullscale 
environmental impact report on the 
Bypass. The state Division of Highways 
has contended it followed all proper 
environmental impact considerations 
and that more than a million dollars has 
already 
been 
expended 
in 
land 
acquisition and for other considerations 
— money for example for Grefco to 
move some settling ponds. 
A source in the Division of Highways 
last week told this reporter the division 
was winding down its role as a builder of 
highways and would be slowly converted 
to a maintenance operation. 
Even if the three-judge panel rules in 
favor of the state on the Bypass, it would 
be months before new budget requests 
could be prepared — there would have to

The $100 million or more spent 
for the ACDA over the years — it was 
created in 1963 — has been about as 
effective as spitting into the wind. 
There’s 
been 
precious 
little arms 
control, and no disarmament. 
Actually, 
weapons 
proliferation has bur­ 
geoned almost out of 
hope of control during 
ACDA’s 
lifetim e. 
Trade in conventional 
weaponry 
has 
bal­ 
looned over 500 per 
cent in the last decade 
to as much as $18 
billion annually. As 
for nuclear arms, at 
least two 
nations (China, India), and possibly 
three (Israel), have added such to their 
arsenals since 1963, and 25 others now 
are thought potentials. The United 
States alone has stockpiled enough 
nuclear arms in the last 12 years to 
create 615,000 Hiroshimas, and the total 
world atomic capability is now said to 
equal 15 tons of TNT for every living 
being. 
The reason for all this is obvious. 
Nations would rather multiply than 
substract guns. And so when something 
as the ACDA is formed, it is eyewash, a 
conscience-easing speck of hyperbole in 
overall policy. Says a veteran agency 
watcher: "Of course their $10 million is 
a waste. They can’t do anything with it. 
To be effective, they need a thousand 
times that budget. How the hell else can 
they stand up to the Pentagon, the arms 
industry ad nauseam?” 
Occasionally, the ACDA does try to 
stand up — to be blown down by the 
breath of what diplomats call the 
greater good. When former Defense 
Secretary Melvin Laird decided the 
agency’s annual report on arms trade 
was embarrassing to the U.S. peace 
image, the publication was landmined. 
When Richard Nixon decided some 
ACDA 
actions 
were, 
good 
grief, 
genuinely designed to limit arms, he 
fired the director, transferred every top 
official and cut the budget by half Over 
the years, the lesson has been clear: 
ACDA 
is 
to 
be 
seen, 
but

acknowledged. Even now the agency 
head describes his boss, Jerry Ford, as 
"interested" 
in arms 
control, 
not 
"worried" or even "concerned” but 
merely * ‘ interested 
There seems no doubt the present

Ikle 
(pronounced 
“Eclay” ), would wish his president 
interested enough to do something about 
it. Shy, quiet, almost esthetic, Ikle

Citing the nuclear 
menace, as so many have cited before, 
he worries about the nation’s ability to 
cope with what seems now to be the 
definite prospect of sub-national nuclear 
powers. What if, he asks, a terrorist 
group builds a bomb and detonates it in 
Chicago? "How are we going to apply 
our theories of mutual deterrence, what 
good then would our missiles and 
bombers do?” 
Fred Ikle believes the population is 
heading quickly to the day when 
everyone wakes up to ask, "How did this 
happen?” When it does, he adds as an 
understatement, “The world will change 
for the worst.” Can it be avoided? Ikle 
says it can, maybe. But not with an 
ACDA as a toy thing. Arms control as 
window dressing may not be the world’s 
biggest fraud, H R., but it is certainly 
the most risky.
